CONTENT: The purpose of this seminar is 
to introduce the students to the 
writings of Simone de Beauvoir, to 
show the breadth of her activity, to 
assess her contribution to feminist 
theory and her place within it. The 
readings will include, therefore, not 
only some of her major works and 
critical comment thereon, but also 
theoretical writings by some later 
feminists. Students should acquaint 
themselves with such significant 
journals as Signs and Les Cahiers du 
Grif. 


EVALUATION: Students will be expected 
to participate actively in the class 
discussions, to make oral presentations 
and to write one major essay, preceded 
by a book review related to the paper. 
In this way the students will receive 
some feedback before embarking on their 
major written assignment. Essays may 
be written in either French or English, 
but the classes will be conducted in 
English only.

Although there will be some works by men 
writers whose literary depiction of women 
has been influential (such as Ibsen and 
D.H. Lawrence), the focus will be upon the 
way in which women writers (such as 

Aphra Behn, Dickinson, Mansfield, Woolf, 
Plath, Livesay, Lessing, Sexton, Munro, 
Atwood, and Adrienne Rich) have expressed 
in these images dimensions of women's 
experiences which have been ignored, and 
new possibilities of self-definition. 


As well as dealing with the topic of women 
in literature, the course aims, through 
class analysis and text-oriented written 
assignments to increase understanding and 
enjoyment of short stories, poems and 
plays as literary forms.
